What about Coach Maury Van Vliet’s Golden Bears . . . the squad which, 
he hopes, will roll like the tumbling, tumble weeds of the Alberta plains to 
another banner season ? Who are these Teddy B’ars who are about to spin 
Alberta onto the big-time intercollegiate football wheel ? 

Tonight the loudspeaker system will blare the names of gents answering 
to Hobbs . . . Irving . . . Smith . . . Lougheed . . . Ingram . . . Mendryk . . . 
Retallack . . . Cox . . . Milner . . . Causgrove . . . Moore . . . Carillio . . . Ait- 
kenhead . . . Sutherland . . . Allen . . .Perry . . . Torrance ... Giffen . . . 
among others. They are the Golden Bears. 

Harry Hobbs at fullback; Murray Smith, footloose and fancy at flying 
wing; Billy Ingram, handling the booting and quarterback chores; and Norm 
Retallack are Bear backs of a year ago . . . members of the Green and Gold 
avalanche that roared through to the Western Intercollegiate crown in the 
Indian Summer of 1946. 

Ken Moore, Ken Cox, Bob Causgrove, Gordon Aikenhead, Ray Suther¬ 
land, Jack Allen, Jack Perry and Norm Giffen helped form the front wall 
twelve months ago . . . and earned their letters “filling in” opposing backs. 
Ken Torrance, a blocking back fielder las year, has been shifted to centre. 

Hustling across the Varsity horizon this fall came the newcomers . . . tall, 
freckled Harry Irving, Steve Mendryk, curly-haired 185-pound Edmonton ju¬ 
nior, sturdy Pete Lougheed, the boy with a blond crew-cut, Bud Milner, low- 
slung Harry Duguid, and Alec Carillio. 

Irving, Milner, Keir, and Lougheed are from Calgary’s West End Torna¬ 
does, crack junior team from thee Chinook city. Irving is the triple threat 
guy . . . he’ll pass, kick, and carry the ball. He’s that kind of performer. 
And railbirds say he rates being called the “Calgary Comet.” 

Milner is an end with mobility to burn, while Keir takes his knocks in 
a guard position. Lougheed led the yardstick movers in the three games he 
played in Calgary this fall, carrying the mail from left half. Carillio, 190 
pounds of rugged tackle on the hoof, turned out with the Bears two years 
ago. Duguid last wore football gear with the Calgary Stampeders of 1946. 

When the 1947 Bears roll into high gear or dig in, in the shadow of their 
own goalposts many an alumnae program will shake in a none-too-steady 
hand. For the “Old Guard” from the Golder Bear lair of other years wants 
this first whirl against the east to be tremendous.

The 1947 edition of Stampeders isn’t cost¬ 
ing a cent of outside money to operate and 
anything the players get out of it at the end 
of the season will be from the gravy and not 
from donations. 

For the third successive season, since 
senior football returned to the Foothills City 
after an absence because of the war, Stam¬ 
peders are operating on a co-operative basis 
except for two imported players, Darrell War- 
dein and Wally Stephens.

Dean Griffing, in three years, has done a bang-up job of piloting the 
Stampeders. Bolstered by former imports who have made their homes in this 
city, and with plenty of enthusiastic youngsters, majority of them up from 
the junior league, Calgary has been able to provide a strong contender for 
Winnipeg the past two years and again this season. 


Calgary officials feel that with the budding three-team junior league to 
get young players from, in time, they can turn out a club just as good as 
Winnipeg, despite the money the Gateway City squad spends on imports.
